AFFECTS STEEL PLANTS 





All Independent Steel and Iron 
Firms May Have to 
Shut Down. 





Special to the Vost-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 1.—President 
|D. J. Keefe of the International Long- 
'shoremen and Marine Transport Work- 
ers’ Association declared a strike of the 
longshoremen and their allied craft at 
midnight. As a result, 20,000 men are 
idle, traffic on the great lakes 's para- 
lyzed and all the independent steel and 
iron companies of the country are 
threatened with enforced idleness. 

The strike was caused by the refusal 
of the dock managers to recognize the 
union of mates over which the Long- 
shoremen’s Union has been conceded ju- 
risdiction by the International Seamen's 
The longshoremen say it is a 
fight for principle—for recognition of 
their union in all its integral parts. 
Officers of the Lake Carriers’ Associa- 
tion declare it is an attempt on the 
part of their employes to dictate who 
shall be responsible for the navigation 
of all vessels on the great lakes. 

Ww. J. Livingstone, president of the 
Lake Carriers’ Association, said at De- 
troit last night that all the longshore- 
men and every trade allied with them 
are on a strike, and that his body will 
fight to the end. This statement is in- 
terpreted to mean that the lake car- 
riers will attempt to operate vessels 
with non-union labor when the proper 
time comes. 

Ore carriers would welcome a strike of 


a month’s duration. They have counted 
upon a fight to maintain the ore rates of 
last season: They will. be in a position 
when the’ embargo is raised to dictate 
higher rates to the shippers. 

While the plants of the United States 
Stee] Corporation are not likely to be 
hit, independént iron and steel interests 
are fearful of the outcome if the strike 


should be prolonged. 


Shortage of Ore, 
Stocks of ore in Lake Erie docks are 
wiped out. The new supply has not 


fj. been sufficient to replenish the stores. 


Ore in furnace yards has about all been 
melted, Dozens of furnaces along the 
lakes and in the Mahoning and Shenan- 
go valleys are almost entirely dependent 
on the new supplies from the Lake Su- 
perior region. The stoppage of this 








supply must of necessity drive many of 
the furnaces into idleness if the strike 
continues:.for two weeks or longer. 
This applies principally to the fur- 
naces making foundry iron. The cessa- 
tion of work on the furnaces means 
forced idleness on the part of the foun- 
dries since they have not only con- 
sumed their own and the furnace stocks, 
but have melted all of #the pig iron 
made by the furneces so far this year. 
A halt in furnace production means a 


‘halt in the foundry trade and conse- 


‘ 





quent shutting down of factories de- 
pending upon foundry products. 

But the Steel Corporation itself prom- 
ises to escape unscathed. It owns its 
own mines and ships. Upper Lake docks 
are not under Keefe. The South Chi- 


leago docks are manned- by nonunion

The docks at’ Conneaut are 
equipped with automatic machinery, 
which can be operated, by any skilled 
mechanic. Rather than let the steel 
making furnaces lie idle for the want of 
ore the corporation could ship both 
through South Chicago and Conneaut 
and thus supply barely its own most 
urgent needs. 

The independent steel-making com- 
panies, not having these peculiar ad- 
vantages, may be forced into idleness 
through the shortage of Bessemer and 
basic pig iron. In the event the iron 
supply of the country is affected by the 
lake strike, the number of men thrown 
into idleness will be fully doubled. 


STRIKES MARK MAY 
DAY IN NEW ENGLAND. 


“BOSTON, May 1.—May day was 
marked by numerous minor strikes in 
New England. The n.iajority of the dif- 
ficulties were confined to the building 
trades. 
in Lawrence and vicinity, and in other 
places. The Lawrence men, about 1000 
in number, demand an eight-hour day at 
a wage of $3. In Lynn about 200 ma- 
chinists who desire an eight-hour day, 
with a half-holiday Saturday, are idle. 
ana a number of carpenters, painters 
and plumbers are also out. 

Conditions are unsettled in the Cape 
Aun granite district, the Blackstone 
Valley and Fall River building trades, 
and in several branches of the build- 
ing trades in other places. In Boston, 
while there was no general disturbance. 
seyernl small strikes occurred, but the 
aumber of men idle here on account of 
the labor disputes is not great.

Politics and political influences are 
the main reasons for the excessive cost 
of running the city government as com- 
pared with the administrative expenses 
of a private e¢orporation, according to 
Comptroller Player and ex-Comptroller 
Isaac Sturgeon. Mr. Player adds the 
suggestion that many persons regard 


it is perfectly proper to charge exces- 
sive prices when bidding -for public 
contracts. {tee ee 

Mr. Player and Mr. Sturgeon declare 
that any step toward the elimination or 
restriction of poiitical influence in the 
conduct of ‘municipal affairs will be 
welcomed and will result in economies, 
but they make no suggestions as to how 
such reforms may be brought about 
and they appreciate the difficulties in 
the way. 

In the course of interviews with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter both of the stu- 
of municipal finance delicately 
refrained from criticising the ethics of 
so-called political ‘‘pulls,’’ ‘‘sinecures”’ 
and ‘‘debts,’’ but attributed losses in the 
city’s revenue to these outgrowths of a 
politically conducted city government, 

Mr. Sturgeon holds that political jeal- 
ousies in often depriving a competent 
man of-his position work great harm in 
the city government. He thinks the 
custom of the city officials being 
changed with every change in the 
strength of political parties is not only 
injurious, but out of.date. 

Mr. Player says that-the popular idea 
of a ‘“‘city job’’ being one of ease brings 
many incompetent men into the city’s 
employ, thereby losing money for the 
city. 

Cannot Eliminate Politics. 


Neither is of the opinion that politics 
can be entirely eliminated from the city 
government, but they say that many of 
its evil effects can be eradicated. Mr. 
Sturgeon suggests: the adoption of the 
civil service system. Mr. Player says 
that the pension system should be es- 
tablished. 

Mr. Piayer also made the remarkable 
statement that the best and most re- 
spected corporations in town raise 
their bids on a city contract.

Comptroller Player Says Many Persons Regard It as Proper to 
Mulct the City When Possible—Politics in 
Municipal Affairs Costly. 


‘‘A great number of corporations and; individuals, some of 
them the wealthiest and most respected in the city, show no hesi- 
tation in sénding a much higher bid on a city contract than they 
would in the ease of another individual or corporation.’’—Comp- 


of asserting that the government of a 
municipality could be ‘conducted ..as 
economically, in proportion to the inter- 
ests and amount of revenue involved, 
as a private business concern, a quasi- 
public corporation, or a public utility 
corporation. ’ 

“There are certain tradition-honored 
customs that make against economy in 
the government of a_ metropolis. It 
seems to be understood among many 2f 
those who have commercial dealings 
with the city that it is perfectly proper 
for them to charge the city a great deal 
more than they would a private indi- 
vidual. 

High Bids on City Contracts. 

“This belief is in the same _ class 
with the spirit of those who think it 
not bad to escape certain restrictions 
and requirements of the National Gpv- 
ernment. : 

“In some instances they go very far. 
I have no doubt that many people will 
be astounded at this, but from my ex- 
perience in handling the finances of the 
city I feel perfectly justified in saying 
that a great number of corporations 
and individuals, some of them. the 
wealthiest amd most respected in the 
city, show no hesitation in sending a 
much higher bid on a city contract than 
they would in the case of another imil- 
vidual vr corporation, 

“This is not merely a belief of mine. 
It is a fact which I have proved by re- 
sorting to the expedient of getting an 
outsider to receive the bid without let- 
ting the bidders know that the city was 
interested. In many of these instances 
the successful bidder has actually re- 
fused his own bid after he discovered 
that it was really a city contract that 
he was bidding for. 


“City Jobs” as Sinecures. 

“Then, af course, politics play an im- 
portant part in the city government. 
The economical running of the city Is 
handicapped by some of the seemingly 
necessary accompaniments of politics. 
For instance, it becomes almost abso- 
lutely Impossible to fill subordinate po- 
sitions when the employes are aware of 
the fact that within four years at the 
outside they are liable and, fn fact, al- 
most certain, to lose their places. 

“Moreover the general impression is 
that the average ‘job’ in a city office 
is a sinecure, and that every’ man 
seeking such a place is imbued with 
the idea that he ts to get something in 
the way of remuneration for doing 
nothing as a publ® official. 

“TInfortunately the idea holds good in 
a great many. instances, but the public 
would be amazed to find how many 
men there are working for the city 
government who are thoroughly com- 


petent, and who work as hard and as; 


conscientiously as any wage earner who 
may be found anywhere laboring under 
the direction of a trained expert for the 
benefit of a corporation or a public 
utility company. 
Press of Business Varies. 

“Tf civil service regulations obtained 
in the government of the city, the 
question would at once assume different 


phases. But

ice basis, 


“Separating the city government from |; 


olitics would indeed be a Herculean 
aaa put still I think some of the pres- 
ent defects might be remedied. Until 
we have a system of pensioning em- 
ployes for the faithful performance of 
duty for, say 25 or 30 years, no change 
can be reasonably expected that will in- 
ure to the benefit of the city at large, 
and when 1 say benefit I use the word 
in its broadest sense, as would be con- 
strued by the average citizen whose 
bank account is more or less affected 
by the rate of taxation. 

“Setting aside any- question as to the 
influence of politics on the cost of main- 
tenance ofja municipal government, the 
mere fact that the press of business in 
the government of a municipality is in- 
termittant and that it is necessary to 
maintain in the various departments a 
corps of experienced clerks, competent 
and thoroughly versed in the business of 
the department, would naturally require 
the employment of a larger and ‘possibly 
a more expensive force than would have 
to be maintained by a firm or corpora- 
tion where the general trend of business 


is uninterrupted during the course of a 


year.”’ 
The City Would Benefit. 





“If politics could be separated from | 


the city government,” said Mr. Stur- 
geon, “and the business at the City Hall 
be reduced to the same economic basis 
on which the big corporations are run, 
the city would surely benefit materially. 

“ag Comptroller for a number of 
years I had ample opportunity to ap- 
precigte this fact, but I don’t think 
there is a city officer or a private 
financier who would disagree with me. 
This system of changing almost the en- 
tire force of city officials every four 
years is on its face a wasteful scheme. 
It is sanctioned by custom, but it is out 
of date and thinking men are beginning 
to realize this. 

“T Jo not want to be understood as 
criticising any city official. I am per- 


sonally acquainted with the principal | 


' 





heads of departments and their work ' 
and I am ‘confident that they are all! 


conscientious men and are doing their 
work admirably. | 

“Rut no city official. no matter how 
conscientious he is, can get away from 
some of the effects of political infiu- 
ences. 

“Take. a concrete case. Say the ad- 
ministration is Republican. There is 
an election and the Democrats win. A 
Democrat is elected ‘head of a responsi- 
ble department and finds himself sur- 
rounded by old Republican employes of 
the department.

“Imagine a big corporation throwing 
out most of its men every four years or 


On the face 
of the proposition a city government 
could not possibly be run as ecqgnomical- 
ly as a private corporation if politics 
play wll goaded no matter how conscientious 
or hard working the different afficials. 
“Then there is another feature of pol- 
itics in city government that I ran into 
several times when I was City Comptrol- 
le Certain politicians would come to 
me any say: ‘We want yeu to fire so 
and so.’ I would ask them why. They 
would say that he had done something 
to break up the party or something to 
that effect. I always answered them by 
saying that so long as the man was do- 
ed his work I would never discharge

otherwise good men. were let out of the! 
rie employ simply because of their pol- 
ms, 

“But it is a big question to consider— 
how are we to separate politics from 
civil government? In fact I doubt if 
that can ever be successfully accom- 
plished. But there are certain methods 
by which many of the evil effects of a 
political government could be eliminated. 

‘“‘We could establish a. civil service 
System like they have in the National 

overnment. I understand that several 
of the cities in the East have taken 
steps along this line. This would be 
beneficial in a high degree. If a man 
knew that he wouldn't be-put out of of- 
fice as sgon as the politics of the admin- 
istration changed he would almost nec- 
essarily work harder and better.”’

‘“‘An indictment is not simply an ac- 
censation in the eyes of the public;’’ said 
Mr. Jerome. ‘“‘Whatever is done with 
that indictment, it remains, and will al- 
ways remain, a definite ruling. 


“The Court not being willing to make 
a definite ruling,’’ he cont?nued, “I was 
unwilling to present to another grand 
jury the questions involved in the con- 
tributions to political funds until he had 
had an authoritative and definite ruling 
by a Court. It made no difference to 
me which way the Court ruled; but it 
seemed to me there should be.a ruling 
so that a grand jury might not find 
indictments against persons unless their 
acts constituted an offense.”’ 


Mr. Jerome then recited the arrest of 
George W. Perkins, and said, as a re- 
sult, Justice Greenbaum ruled, “that if 
a trustee of a cvrporation, especially a 
life insurance corporation, contributed 
any of its funds to a political party that 
constituted \reeny.’

Mrs. Grace DeWolf and her sister-in- 
law, Miss Doris DeWolf of 3339 Lucas 
avenue, each 18 years old and mutually 
distressed at the thought of separation, 
attempted to carry out a suicide pact by 
swallowing enough chloride of mecury 
to kill 50 persons. Their cries when. the 
drug began taking effect attracted the 
attention of Mrs. DeWolf’s sister, Mrs. 
Ella Merriman, who burst in the locked 
door and summoned a physician, who 
worked with a stomach pump, emetics 
and the albumen of eggs for three hours 
before he saved the sufferers. 

Both were pronounced out of danger. 
Tuesday, although the action of the 
drug may result in lifelong injury. 

The suggestion of double suicide was 
made by Mrs. DeWolf when she found 
that separation from Miss DeWolf was 
imminent, and Doris agreed. At 4 o'clock 
Monday afternoon they sent a servant 
out to buy « bottle of corrosive subli- 
mate tablets. ‘The bottle contained 190 
2-grain tablets. 

The two fastened the door of their 
room, counted out 13 tablets for each, 
swullowed them and kissed one another 
They lay down on the bed, 
anothers arms. The 
agony caused by the action of the drug 
forced the groans which brought Mrs. 
Merriman to the scene, 

Took Too Much Poison. 

Dr. Oney C. Raines of 8221 Lucas ave- 
nue reached the house a few minutes 
later and at-once applied the stomach 
pump. After thet he administered emet- 
ics, and then forced each girl to swallow 
the ‘‘whites’’ of two sesen eggs. 

“They had'a close call,’ Dr. Raines 
said Tuesday. “If each had swalldwed 
one tablet aeath would have been cer 


gzood-by.

tain. They were apparently so cager tuo 
muake sure of the job that they overdid 
it. There is no question that they swal- 
lowed enough of the corrosive sublimate 
ty kill at least 50 persons. Each tablet 
contained two grains of the mercury, 
with the exception of a very small per 
eent of citric acid,’ 

Mrs. De Wolf said Tuesday that she 
could not bear the thought of leaving 
her sister-in-law. and that thik unwill- 
ingness to be separated wus the cause 
of their effort to end their lives. 

“T have a_ revolver,” Mrs. De Wolf 
said, ‘‘and we at first thought of trying 
that. If we had had two pistols we 
might have used them. Then we thought 
of soaking matches in water and drink- 
ing it, but Doris said that was not cer 
tain enough. If my husband still in- 
sists that I shall leave Doris we will 
muke the second attempt. And we will 
take care that it is not unsuccessful.”’ 

Miss De Wolf came to St. Louis two 
weeks ago from Dallas, Tex Her broth- 
er, Frank De Wolf, Mrs. Grace De Wolf's 
husband, now lives in Jacksonville, Fla. 
The two girls were inseparable in Dal- 
las until De Wolf took his wife to Flor- 
ida. They found the separation unen- 
durable, and arranged to meet in St. 
Louis.

here a week ago.- Her husband wrote 
her to return to- Jacksonville. A _ tele- 
gram received by Mrs. De Wolf Monday 
at noon said that if she did not return 
to Jacksonville he would come after her, 
After receiving this message the two 
girls determined to end their lives tv- 
gether. 

When the doctor reached the house 
eacn of the girls insisted that he treat 
the other first. Miss De Wolf was in 
the most serious condition, and for an 
hour was almost pulseless, Dr, Raines 
says. Both lost conscivusness. They 
suffered intensely Tuesday from the aft- 
er effects of the drug.

“They are those of Flourens, who set 
them forth in his lectures at the Sor- 
bonne; but Flourens had not the same 
opportunities for basing his lectures on 
a broad foundation of statistics.

lifted over the footlights, and finally a 
two-word speech by Mrs. Carter 
(“Thank you’’), it was a great night for 
the Titian-haired tragedienne who, if 
the Divine Sarah were not universal, 
would be the American Bernhardt. 

Mrs. Carter is somewhat changed, but 
she is still ‘Leslie Carter. Her voice 
is stronger, and she controls-it better, 
She is no more the gaunt Du Barry. 
in all the display of armament in this 
play of a fighting period, there are 
none that bear arms comparing with 
those of Mrs. Carter. As an actress 
she is the same whirlwind; has the 
same fire of which tradition calls Be- 
lasco the flint and Leslie Carter the 
flame; she fs to the play what the 
stormy petrel is to the sea. 

When we go to see Mrs. Carter we 
look for a play of tremendous motif, 
that the dynamic Carter may find some- 
thing to work on. Messrs. Belasco and 
song have ingeniously provided it in 
Adrea. Adrea is the oldest daughter of 
the King of Adrea, an isle in the Adri- 
atic. In her infancy she looked upon 
the sun and became blind. The law 
forbade any but the physically perfect 
to rule, so that Adrea’s younger sister 
secured the throne which had otherwise 
been hers: Adrea loves Caeso, an In- 
gomar sort of barbarian chief, whom 
she has met in Arcady while accompa- 
nying her father upon his wars. When 
Caeso comes to the Isle of Adrea, the 
cruel sister temps him with power and 
gives the poor blind girl a court fool for 
husband. The fool’s voice is like that 
of Caeso, and Adrea does not at the 
time discover the deception. When she 
does a miracle attends her storm of 
grief and rage, the fool is struck dead 
and Adrea recovers her sight. She as- 
cends the throne, wreaks vengeance 
upon Caeso—vengeance tempered with 
ove. 

The piece is tremendous in conception 
and execution, both in the scenic equip- 
ment and the acting. It is the biggest 
and most pretentious production = Mrs. 
Carter has ever had; but at that it is 
less a play than “Du Barry,” and 
Messrs. Belasco and Long were more 
ingenious and less phlegmatic in “The 
Darling of the Gods.’’ The atmosphere 
of the piece is heavy, and not until 
the fourth act does the story shake off 
an obsession which is rather surprising, 
considering that Mr. Belasco applied to 
this play his extraordinary genius. 


Mansfield in “Scarlet Letter.” 


Mr. Richard Mansfield’s opening bill 
at the Olympic Theater last night, The 
Scarlet Ietter,”’ is one of those plays 
that is more depressing the better it is | 
played. The soul-racked role of the 
Rev. Arthur Dimmesdale is played by 
Mr. Mansfield with all the mingled 
subtlety and force at his command, and 
he has an excellent supporting company. 
As a consequence, Hawthorne’s grim 
New England tragedy sent a lot of peo- 
ple to their homes feeling very much 
as if they had been to a funeral. Yet 
it was an enthusiastic and responsive 
audience to the extent that the offering 
permitted. It rose in the most appreci- 
ative manner to the star when he spoke 
his great lines in the first act, adjuring 
Hester Prynne to confess the name of 
the man who had sinned with her and 
who was escaping the penalty which 
she had to pay alone, and when, in the 
last act. he took Hester and her little 
daughter by the hand, ascended the 
scatfold and made his own belated con- 
fesssion. Beyond this, there was little 
opportunity to show Mr. Mansfield just 
how friendly St. Louis was prepared to 
be. He himself is not; temperamentally 
at his best as Dimmesdale, and he 
misses something of the poignancy of 
Dimmesdale’s human appeal, being defi- | 
cient in emotional magnetism.
